In the early days of our nation nearly

are many and complex; agriculture is no 
longer the only important industry in 
Am erica. 


Laws, rules, regulations and policies 
that apply to people generally also affect 


the farm er. As a result, his business Is 
influenced by many factors about which 
he can do little by himself— 


At present the farm er has less than 


15% of the vote. In a few years it m ay 
be IO per cent. 


So, today, agriculture needs an or­ 


ganized voice to he heard. It must be a 
united voice, for individual voices have 
little effect on policies and legislation. 
And it must be strong, free and inde­ 
pendent. 


This means the farm er must have a 


strong organization.
